Re-organization  of  the  National  Guard  of  Montana. 

When  the  ^lontana  V^olunteers  were  mustered  into  the  United 
States  service  in  Alay,  1898,  the  whole  National  Guard  of  Mon- 
tana with  the  exception  of  Battery  "A"  Light  Artillery,  station- 
ed at  Helena,  practically  went  out  of  existance,  and  owing  to 
the  lack  of  appropriation  for  military  purposes,  nothing  could 
be  done  toward  obtaining  equipments  and  supplies  from  the 
United  States  AVar  Department ;  effecting  a  settlement  with  the 
United  States  War  Department  for  equipments  and  supplies 
previously  furnished;  nor  of  re-organization  imtil  the  year  1901, 
when  the  Montana  Legislature  made  an  appropriation  of  the  sum 
of  $5,000  for  the  maintenance  of  the  National  Guard  for  the  two 
years  ending  on  November  30th,  1902. 

When  the  Volunteers  were  being  mustered  into  the  United 
States  army  service,  they  equipped  themselves  to  such  an  extent 
as  ordnance  stores  and  quartermaster's  supplies  were  there  ob- 
tainable at  the  Arsenal  at  Helena,  the  property  thus  taken  be- 
ing equipment  and  supplies  sent  out  during  several  previous 
years,  by  the  Wav  Department  for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard 
of  Montana  and  for  which  the  State  of  ]Montana  was  responsible 
to  the  United  States  Government. 

After  the  Volunteers  had  been  equipped  by  the  L^nited  States 
War  Department,  the  equipments  and  supplies  which  had  been 
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taken  from  the  Arsenal  at  Helena,  were  in  part  returned,  but 
among  the  articles  returned  none  were  in  condition  to  be  issued 
until  they  were  thoroughly  overhauled. 

The  work  of  reorganization,  which  began  in  April,  1901,  has 
progressed  slowly  and  under  the  most  disadvantageous  condi- 
tions, inasmuch  as  practically  all  of  the  supplies  and  equip- 
ments ever  sent  to  Montana  for  the  use  of  the  National  Guard 
had,  when  the  work  of  re-organization  first  began,  been  either 
worn  out  in  the  number  of  years  usage  given  them  ])y  the  Na- 
tional Guard,  or  had  been  carried  into  the  United  States  service 
by  the  Volunteers  and  had  been  either  worn  out,  lost  or  returned 
in  an  unserviceable  condition,  leaving  practically  nothing  where- 
with to  equip  new  companies. 

The  Act  of  Congress  which  provided  for  the  equipment  of 
State  Militia  render  the  existence  of  at  least  100  organized  and 
uniformed  men  for  each  representative  in  Congress,  a  condi- 
tion precedent  to  the  issuance  of  equipments  and  supplies,  and 
the  appropriation  made  by  the  Legislature  in  1901,  was  not  suf- 
ficiently large  to  purchase  necessary  equipments  and  carry  on 
the  work  of  reorganization  and  maintenance  of  the  Guard. 

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  it  was  im- 
possible to  properly  equip  such  companies  as  were  organized, 
at  the  time  of  their  organization. 

The  following  companies  have  thus  far  been  organized,  and  iri 
each  instance  the  men  have  been  willing  not  only  to  accept  old 
well  worn  Springfield  rifles,  but  have  also  furnished  their  own 
uniforms  or  parts  of  uniforms,  making  use  of  such  parts  of  old 
worn  out  uniform  or  out  of  date  full  dress  uniforms  as  could  be 
supplied  from  the  Arsenal  at  Helena. 

In  addition  to  these  inconveniences,  with  the  exception  of 
Company  "A"  at  Bozeman,  every  company  was  organized  and 
•every  man  enlisted  with  the  full  knowledge  that  the  appropria- 
tion for  military  purposes  was  insufficient  to  permit  the  pay- 
ment to  the  several  companies  of  the  amounts  provided  by 
statute  to  be  paid  after  each  annual  inspection.  As  to  Company 
^'A,"  it  received  during  the  year  190 1  the  amount  provided  by 
statute,  but  has  received  nothing  further  in  the  way  of  funds  for 
reasons  that  will  appear  in  another  place. 

At  this  point  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  every  officer  and 
every  man  of  each  Company  that  has  been  organized  during  the 
last  two  3^ears  for  the  efforts  made  by  them  in  the  way  of  up- 
buildinsf  the  National  Guard  of  Montana.     Had  it  not  been  for

their  willingness  to  submit  to  numerous  inconveniences,  the  re- 
organization of  the  Guard  would  have  been  an  impossibility. 

The  names  of  Companies,  location,  dates  of  organization,  num- 
ber of  ofificers  and  men  at  date  of  organization  and  names  of 
Captains,  organized  during  the  two  years,  ending  on  November 
30th,  1902,  are  as  follows :

In  each  instance  there  were  several  men  absent  at  the  time  of 
organization,  but  they  enlisted  a  short  time  after  the  organiza- 
tion had  been  effected. 

Settlement  with  War  Department  for  Shortage,  Etc. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  State  of  Montana  was  accountable 
to  the  War  Department  for  supplies  and  equipments  that  had 
either  long  since  been  worn  out  by  the  National  Guard  or  had 
been  taken  by  the  Montana  Volunteers  into  the  United  States 
service  in  1898,  and  had  never  been  returned,  it  was  deemed  ad- 
visable to  adjust  all  claims  between  the  State  of  Montana  and  the 
United  States  War  Department,  in  order  that  with  the  re-organ- 
ization of  the  National  Guard  might  also  be  brought  about  a 
general  balancing  of  accounts,  a  Board  of  Survey  consisting  of 
Capt.  W.  A.  Moore,  of  Battery  "A" ;  Capt.  A.  Wessitsh,  of  Com- 
pany "A";  and  Capt.  Steve  G.  Jeans,  of  Company  "B,"  was  con- 
vened at  Helena,  Montana,  and  remained  in  session  during  Oct- 
ober 14,  15,  16,  1901. 

The  object  of  this  Board  was  to  examine  into  and  report  upon 
the  character,  amount  of,  cause  of  damage  or  deficiency  any 
public  property  furnished  by  the  United  States  Government  for 
the  use  of  the  National  Guard  of  INIontana,  might  have  sus- 
tained in  transit,  store  or  use,  and  to  fix  the  responsibility  there- 
of upon  the  proper  party. 

No  record  could  be  found  in  the  Adjutant  General's  office  of 
a  similar  Board  having  ever  convened,  and  it  was  with  great 
difficulty  that  the  exact  shortage  and  causes  therefor  could  be 
ascertained  and  accounted  for.  The  fact  that  no  account  ap- 
peared to  have  been  kept  of  the  equipments  and  supplies  taken 
into  the  United  States  Service  in   1898,  rendered  the  duties  of 
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the  Board  almost  impossible  to  perform,  but  by  means  of  testi- 
mony of  former  members  of  the  Guard  and  of  affidavits  of  officers 
and  men  of  Volunteer  companies,  the  Board  was  enabled  to  per- 
form the  duties  for  which  it  was  convened,  and  accounted  for 
P'ive  Thousand  Two  Hundred  and  One  Dollars  and  Forty-seven 
Cents  ($5,201.47)  worth  of  equipments  and  supplies  that  had 
been  worn  out  by  the  Guard  since  its  first  organization,  and 
Nine  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Seventeen  Dollars  and  Forty- 
four  Cents  ($9,917.44)  worth  of  property  that  had  been  taken 
into  the  United  States  Service  in  1898,  at  the  same  time  recom- 
mending that  the  Adjutant  General  be  permitted  to  drop  from 
his  books  and  omit  from  his  annual  return  of  property  to  the 
War  Department  the  property  worn  out  by  the  Militia,  and  that 
the  State  of  Montana  should  be  reimbursed  for  property  taken 
into  the  United  States  Service  by  Montana  troops  in  1898. 

The  report  of  the  Board  was  forwarded  to  the  War  Depart- 
ment and  authority  has  been  given  to  drop  from  future  returns 
the  property  worn  out  and  lost  by  the  Militia,  but  the  matter  of 
reimbursement  for  property  taken  into  the  United  States  Service 
in  1898  is  still  pending.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  well  to 
mention  that  permission  could  no  doubt  be  obtained  to  drop  from 
the  annual  return  of  property  to  the  War  Department,  the  prop- 
erty used  by  the  Montana  Volunteers,  but  all  of  the  property 
thus  taken  could  have  been  used  by  the  Guard  had  it  remained 
at  the  Arsenal  at  Helena,  and  it  would  seem  but  fair  that  the 
State  of  Montana  should  be  reimbursed. 

Equipments. 

Under  the  Act  of  Congress  making  appropriation  to  provide 
arms  and  equipments  for  the  Militia,  the  State  of  Montana  was 
during  the  year  1901  entitled  to  receive  arms  and  equipments  to 
the  value  of  $6,372.53,  provided  that  its  regularly  enlisted,  or- 
ganized uniform  active  Militia  numbered  at  least  three  hundred. 
By  organizing  companies  during  that  year  that  were  willing  to 
provide  uniforms  for  themselves  a  sufficient  number  of  men  were 
enlisted  to  enable  the  State  of  Montana  to  obtain  arms  and  equip- 
ments to  the  value  of  the  amounts  apportioned  to  the  State  by 
the  War  Department.  Upon  requisition  being  drawn  there  was 
received  at  the  Arsenal  at  Helena,  on  January  5,  1902,  300  Krag- 
Jorgenscn  rifles,  together  with  slings,  wiping  rods,  breech  covers, 
knife  bayonets,  screw  drivers,  etc.,  50,000  rounds  of  ball  cart- 
ridges,  10,000  rounds  blank     cartridges,     together     with   5,000 
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rounds  ball  cartridges  to  be  used  in  the  old  Springfield  rifles  and 
I, GOO  rounds  revolver  cartridges;  all  being  of  the  value  of  $6,200. 
In  August,  I90;2,  upon  requisition  being  drawn  for  the  same 
there  vvrere  received  at  the  Arsenal  at  Helena  400  of  each  of  the 
following,  viz :  Blankets,  Campaign  Hats,  Blouses,  Trousers, 
Pairs  of  Leggings,  together  with  ten  sets  Company  Books,  1,000 
Berlin  Gloves,  299  Chevrons  Sergts.  and  Corp.,  66  pairs  Sergt's 
stripes,  136  pairs  Corp.  stripes,  20  Trumpet  cords  and  20  Trumpet 
Crooks,  all  of  the  value  of  $7,389.61.  The  Krag  rifles  and  suffi- 
cient ammunition  are  in  the  hands  of  the  several  companies  but 
uniforms  have  not  yet  been  sent  to  all  of  them.  At  the.  present 
time  the  Guard  is  reasonably  well  equiped  and  when  the  appor- 
tionment for  next  year  is  made,  by  the  War  Department,  there 
will  be  a  sufficient  amount  to  the  credit  of  the  State  to  fully  and 
thoroughly  equip  it. 

Inspection. 
Section  35,  of  the  Alilitary  Code  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
(Stat.  1897)  provided  that  between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the 
30th  day  of  ]\Iay  of  each  year  there  shall  be  an  inspection  of 
ever}^  organization  of  the  National  Guard  and  if  each  company 
is  fully  up  to  the  required  standard  of  numbers,  discipline  and 
efficiency,  the  same  shall  be  reported  to  the  State  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers by  the  Adjutant  General  and  the  Board  must  allow  each 
company  the  sum  of  $400  and  to  ea.ch  troop  of  Battery  $550. 

During  the  year  1901  there  were  but  two  Military  organiza- 
tions in  existence  on  May  30,  Battery  "A"  and  Company  "A", 
and  each  of  these  having  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  fully 
up  to  the  required  standard,  they  were  paid  the  amounts  pro- 
vided for  by  statute.  Since  in  1901  Battery  "A"  and  Company 
"A"  have  received  the  full  amount  due  them,  and  the  other  com- 
panies have  received  nothing,  it  was  considered  proper  to  dis- 
tribute pro  rata  such  funds  as  were  available  in  1902  among 
such  companies  as  had  been  inspected  in  1902,  and  had  received 
nothing  up  to  that  time.  This  was  done  and  Companies  "B," 
"C,"  "D,"'"E,"  and  "F"  each  received  $88,  leaving  the  follow- 
ing amounts  still  due  the  several  companies  on  account  of  the 
inspection  for  the  year  1902,  viz :

Since  inspection  Company  "H"  at  Kalispell  has  been  organ- 
ized and  now  numbers  60. 

Rifle  Practice. 

In  the  matter  of  target  practice,  the  facilities  during  the  year 
1901  were  so  inadequate  that  but  little  could  be  done  in  this 
respect,  but  since  the  Krag  rifles  have  been  issued  this  year,  the 
individual  companies  have  had  occasional  rifle  practice  and  so 
soon  as  the  necessary  facilities  can  be  obtained  this  feature  can, 
and  will,  be  made  quite  attractive  and  beneficial  to  the  members 
of  the  Guard. 

The  State  trophy,  to  be  awarded  to  the  company  producing 
the  best  rifle  team  in  a  competitive  target  shoot,  is  in  possession 
of  the  Adjutant  General,  but  owing  to  the  lack  of  necessary 
means  no  competition  for  this  prize  has  taken  place  for  several 
years. 

Annual  Encampment. 

Section  18  of  the  Military  Code  (State  1897)  provides  for  an 
annual  encampment  of  the  National  Guard  at  the  State  Military 
Reservation,  (Old  Fort  Ellis).  Owing  to  the  lack  of  funds  avail- 
able for  this  purpose  there  have  been  no  encampments  during  the 
years  1897,  1898,  1899,  1900,  1901  and  1902.  Nothing  can  be 
done  to  render  the  Guard  more  efficient,  nor  to  stimulate  the  in- 
terest of  the  individual  members  of  the  Guard,  than  the 
holding  of  an  encampment. 
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The  buildings  at  Fort  Ellis  have  become  very  much  out  of  re- 
pair and  before  they  could  be  used  for  any  purpose  in  connection 
with  an  encampment  an  expenditure  of  probably  $1,500  would 
be  necessary. 

The  grounds  and  buildings  have  for  the  past  two  years  been 
in  charge  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Harding,  who  acts  as  custodian  without 
any  remuneration  save  the  right  to  raise  a  small  crop  and  pasture 
the  land. 

Military  Instructor. 

Upon  proper  application  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  a  United 
States  Army  officer  will  be  detailed  for  the  purposes  of  instruc- 
tion of  the  National  Guard.  No  application  has  been  made  for 
the  detail  of  such  an  officer  on  account  of  the  lack  of  funds  out 
of  which  could  be  paid  such  expenses  as  would  be  necessarily 
incurred  in  giving  the  several  military  organizations  the  bene- 
fits of  the  presence  of  such  an  officer. 

Formation  of  Regiment. 

Section  13,  of  the  Military  Code  (Stat.  1897)  provides  that 
in  time  of  peace  the  National  Guard  shall  consist  of  not  more 
than  one  Regiment  of  Infantry,  consisting  of  12  or  less  number 
of  companies,  two  troops  of  Cavalry,  one  Battery  of  Artillery, 
one  Signal  Corps,  to  consist  of  not  to  exceed  two  officers  and  25 
enlisted  men,  one  Regimental  Band  of  not  more  than  25  mem- 
bers, one  Ambulance  Corps  and  a  Medical  Department. 

No  efifort  has  yet  been  made  towards  the  formation  of  the 
Regiment  owing  to  the  fact  it  was  considered  advisable  to  wait 
until  such  time  as  necessary  funds  were  available  and  further 
until  several  more  companies  could  be  organized. 

There  is  absolutely  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  application  for 
the  formation  of  companies,  in  fact,  there  has  never  been  any 
effort  to  induce  the  presentation  of  such  applications.  In  each 
instance  where  companies  have  been  organized  the  applications 
have  been  presented  voluntarily  by  the  applicants  and  without 
any  solicitation  whatever  on  the  part  of  the  Adjutant  General's 
office.  In  fact,  several  letters  have  been  received  from  various 
parts  of  the  State,  requesting  that  the  companies  be  organized, 
but  owing  to  the  lack  of  equipments  and  lack  of  necessary  funds, 
the  organizations  have  been  postponed.  Since  the  re-organiza- 
tion of  the  Guard  began,  the  young  men  from  most  of  the  coun- 
ties of  the  State  have  manifested  great  interest  in  military  afifairs 
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and  with  ver}^  little  encouragement  would  gladly  become  mem- 
bers of  the  National  Guard.

Property  at  Virginia  City. 

This  property  consists  of  old  muskets,  bayonets,  cartridge 
boxes,  etc..  that  were  sent  to  Virginia  shortly  after  the  Civil 
War,  and  has  since  the  time  of  its  arrival  been  stored  in  the 
Arsenal  there. 

The  building  in  which  it  has  been  stored  is  in  a  dilapidated 
condition  and  from  time  to  time  has  doubtless  been  entered  and 
some  of  the  property  taken  out  by  parties  unknown. 

There  is  nothing  among  the  articles  there  stored  that  is  of 
any  use  to  the  National  Guard,  everything  being  out  of  date. 

This  property  originally  belonged  to  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment and  the  Territory  of  Montana  was  responsible  for  the 
same,  but  the  State  is  no  longer  responsible  to  the  United  States 
Government  for  any  part  of  it  and  is  at  libert\^  to  make  such 
disposal  thereof  as  it  may  seem  fit. 

In  October  1902,  this  property  was  all  listed,  boxed  and  stored 
in  the  basement  of  the  Arsenal  at  Virginia  City  and  remains 
there  to  be  disposed  of  in  some  manner. 

Should  the  proper  authority  be  given  to  the  Governor,  this 
property  can  be  sold  and  a  small  sum  realized  for  the  State.  A 
list  of  the  property  follows :

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Recommendations, 

^  Since  there  is  a  strong  disposition  on  the  part  of  Congress 
and  the  War  Department  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  militia 
of  the  several  states,  and  since  schools  of  instruction  for  the 
purpose  have  already  been  established,  I  would  most  earnestly 
recommend  that  every  efifort  be  used  to  place  the  National  Guard 
of  this  State  on  such  a  footing  as  will  enable  it  to  take  advan- 
tage of  every  opportunity  offered  by  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment. 

Lack  of  necessary  funds  has  at  all  times  been  the  obstacle 
in  the  way  of  the  military  department  and  but  little  progress 
can  be  made  during  the  next  two  years  unless  a  sufficient  amount 
is  available  to  carry  out  the  work  that  has  been  begun. 

The  National  Guard  of  Montana  has  now  reached  the  point 
where,  without  funds  at  its  disposal,  it  must  begin  to  retrograde, 
and  on  the  other  hand  if  those  funds  be  available  it  will  within 
a  short  time  become  as  efficient  as  the  National  Guard  of  any 
state  in  the  Union,  taking  into  consideration,  of  course,  the  num- 
ber of  troops  authorized  by  the  statute. 

The  young  men  of  the  State  have  manifested  a  lively  interest 
in  the  Guard,  and  the  full  number  authorized  by  statute  could 
be  easily  organized  were  it  only  possible  to  assure  those  who 
wish  to  enlist  that  their  organizations  would  be  properly  equip- 
ped, and  that  the  military  affairs  of  the  State  could  be  conducted 
in  the  manner  provided  for  by  statute. 

By  all  means  an  encampment  should  be  provided  for  next  year. 
The  looking  forward  to  an  annual  encampment,  is  the  most  po- 
tent influence  in  the  matter  of  keeping  up  an  interest  among 
officers  and  men.  Thus  far  the  several  companies  have  had  no 
inducements  whatever,  but  on  the  contrary  have  maintained 
their  organizations  despite  of  numerous  inconveniences  and  ob- 
stacles. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Gen.  Chas.  F. 
English,  my  predecessor  in  office;  to  Capt.  W.  A.  Moore,  of  Bat- 
tery "A",  and  Sargeant  J.  L.  Tucker  of  Buttery  "A." 

These  men  have  rendered  invaluable  assistance,  particularly 
in  the  way  of  straightening  out  accounts  with  the  War  Depart-  ' 
ment.     Had  it  not  been  for  the  assistance  of  these  men,  practi- 
cally no  progress  •  could   have  been   made   during  the  last  two 
years,  and  to  them  is  largely  due  whatever,  if  an}-,  credit  there 
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may  be  for  such  progress  as  has  been  made  in  the  re-organiza- 
tion  of  the  National  Guard. 

As  to  the  needs  of  the  National  Guard  for  the  next  two  years : 
The  Regiment  should  be  formed  and  an  application  be  made  to 
the  War  Department  for  the  detail  of  a  United  States  Army 
Officer  for  purposes  of  instruction.  An  incampment  should  by 
all  means  be  held,  and  the  building  at  Old  Fort  Ellis,  sufficiently 
repaired  to  meet  the  requirements  of  troops  during  encamp- 
ment. 

A  Regimental  Band  should  be  organized  as  should  also  a  Sig- 
nal Corps. 

There  shoukl  be  at  least  two  more  companies  of  Infantry  for 
the  organization  of  the  Regiment. 

As  to  the  amount  necessary  to  carry  out  the  requirement  of 
the  Guard  for  the  next  two  years ;  by  rigid  economy  Twenty 
Thousand  ($20,000)  Dollars,  per  year,  would  cover  the  absolute- 
ly necessary  expenses,  since  during  the  next  two  years  the  State 
of  Montana  will  be  entitled  to  obtain  from  the  War  Department 
about  $15,000  worth  of  supplies  and  equipments. 

Several  companies  that  were  inspected  last  May  and  have  not 
received  the  amounts  provided  for  by  the  Military  Code,  should 
be  paid  the  amounts  due  them  since  each  company  has  been 
put  to  the  expense  of  renting  a  hall  for  drill  purposes,  and  each 
one  has  furnished  its  own  uniforms  either  in  whole  or  in  part.
